SCENES AT THE PeNINSULAR HOTEL, 


Saturday’s typhoon did’ a “good deal less damage than wag 
“expected. It was a -big, blustering blow but awithout'the intense 
malevolence of the ceatre of such storms, The most dangerous 
nart of the disturbance appears to have struck the coast a little 
to the South of Macao,’ In the Colony the’wind attained a maximum 
welscity, of T15 miles an hoitr during one of the'squalls, It was at 
its worst at between three and fonr.o’clock in the afternoon, ‘ 
"There were three Intalitiés, two" in a’ Kowloon house that 
collapsed suddenly burying its occupants in ‘the debris. Several 
were taken to ‘hospital and two were dead. A man was electro- 
cuted at Yaumati by o broken ‘high power wire, and after this 
the electric power station shut off current and during the night the | 
city was in complete darkness, , ' . 

Tho inatsheds where the army mules had been quartered were 
badly damaged. They gave a certain amount. of trouble in their 
terror at the storm, one being killed and scveral hurt. 

The military aeroplancs suffered minor damage and the same 
applies to the big camp at Shamshuipo. In the Peninsular Hotel 
the glass roof was shattered and the rain-poured into the building. 
The soldicrs, though they, had to drink their beer in the dark, 
enjoyed the novel'experjence of a tropical storm. 

Kowloon Taxi Company's garage was picked up and smashed 
by the gale, most ofthe vehicles being involved in the general ruin.. 

« Out in the harbour the Rawalpindi broke from. her moorings, 
‘but fine senmanaship prevented a collision with the Kowloon Wharves 
.. that might have bad grave consequences. Apart {rom the P. & O. 
"liner and one C.N.C. vessel that went ashore, the shipping had 
been able to make every necessary preparation for the storm and 
rode it out ‘safely, The native craft were safe nad snug’ in the 
typhoon. shelters amd the tug on duty had no call made on ,her 
services. igen ‘ .

The Tokio Foréign. Office recently 


announced the lossof a supple 
mentary copy of the Japan-British 
Treaty of Commerce and Naviga- 
tion bearing the Imperial Seal and 
Signature. The document was sent 
to London for the exchange. of 
ratification upon conclusion of the 
pact in 1923 ‘ 

On the night of April 3rd of this 
year dt was taken in a suitcase from 
Paris to London by Mr. Horiuchi, 
First Secretary of the Embassy at’ 
Londen. When he arrived ato 
hotel in London the suitense can- 
taining the paper with the import- 
ant seal and signature:on it was’ 
missing. ' 5° th: 

Secretary “Horiuchi is said to 
have turned white with fear ond 
anxiety upon this discovery. The 
matter was reported ‘at once to the 
London police, who informed the 
Japanese, Embassy however that 
they. were unable to trace ‘the 
valise. The, Government has sup- 
pressed” the news: until now. It 
has lately been ndvised again by. 
Scotland Yard that the, document 
is untraceable. It was obliged ta 
ask for a new.signature, and seal 
from the Emperor to, conclude the 
treaty. , 

Concerning the loss of the Paper, 
Mr.. Mori, Parliamentary Vice 
Minister for Foreign Affairs made 
the following statement yesterday:

THE WIND’S VELOCITY. 


A. MAXIMUM OF 115 MILES 
AN HOUR. ° 


Mr... T. F, Claxton F.RAS., 
Director of the Royal Observatory, 
Hong Kong, issued a Press official 
report yesterday which stated that 
the typhoon started on.the 15th, to 
the South of Guam and passed near 
Aparri on the 18th. Since this 
date, however, there had been no 
observations received from either 
Basco or Aparri, and this would 
indicated that’ these stations have 
broken down. 

On Saturday morning, ot three 


‘| o’clock,’ the typhoon passed abdut 


ten miles to the South of Pratas, 
the barometer reading at Hong. 
Kong being 28.58, with the wind 
E.N-E: force 10 (60 miles per-hour)- 

Arriving ot Gap .Rock, the 
typhoon, veered to N.N.E., being: 
at force 9 at ten o’clock, and again 
changing. to E.N.E., it was force 
10 again at cleven o'clock, The 
barometer. had by then. fallen to 
28.03, 

The typhoon then appeared to be 
passing afew miles to the South 
of Gap Rock. The wind at Gap 
‘Rock, however, ‘emained steady at 
E.N.E. until three in the after

ACTION OF THE CHIEF |

The story has: atrenay 1 been told | 
of the loss of the British freighter’ 
Shahzada (2,348 tons), owned by i= 
the Asiatic Steam Navigation Com- 
pany. She sank 40, miles ‘off the 
Sandheads (mouth of the Heoghly} 
and of the erew, seven Europeans 
and 14 Indians were drowned. The 
SY survivors arrived at Caleutta on 
the ss, Clintunia (British). . It was 
stated by the. survivors that when 
the Shahzada was 50 miles off tho 
Sandheads she began to eink. All 
the crew were immediately called 
on deck, but the ship went down 
so rapidly that there was no time 
to launch lifeboate. 

Marine Court Inquiry Opens.

he bad been remiss in his duties, 
although the disaster might not 
have anything to 
missness, if any.’’ 

Captain A.J. Cavello, Master of. 
the Shahzada, mainly corroborated 
Mr, Panckridge’s statement regard- 
ing the sinking of ther vessel.
